SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1.  In  June  of  1960  a  new  Caterpillar  Model  12  Grader  was  pur- 
chased, in  accordance  with  your  authorizing  vote  at  the  March  1 960 
meeting. 

2.  The  Fire  Department  purchased  a  new  International  Ameri- 
can LaFrance  pumper  pursuant  to  your  vote.  This  new  piece  of 
equipment  has  been  placed  in  service  at  the  Central  Station  and  re- 
places a  twenty-two  year  old  piece  of  pumping  equipment  which  is 
still  in  service  at  the  Reed's  Ferry  Station.  With  this  addition  to 
the  Town's  fire  equipment  it  can  now  be  said  that  our  Fire  Depart- 
ment is  as  well  equipped  as  any  department  in  any  comparable 
town. 

3.  The  first  floor  of  the  town  hall  has  been  remodelled  as  direct- 
ed. More  difficulty  than  had  been  anticipated  was  experienced  in 
that  many  of  the  floor  timbers  had  to  be  replaced,  consequently  the 
cost  was  greater  than  programed.  This  project  provided  two  very 
adequate  class  rooms  for  the  school  and  are  presently  in  use.  When 
these  rooms  are  vacated  by  the  school  they  will  be  utilized  for  the 
Court  and  Selectmen's  office.  This  project  has  provided  adequate 
quarters  for  the  Town  Clerk's  office  which  is  open  for  your  conven- 
ience each  week  day  except  Saturday.  Fire  escapes  have  been  in- 
stalled. Consideration  should  be  given  this  year  to  refmishing  the 
second  floor  of  the  Town  hall. 

4.  The  Selectmen  feel  that  the  full-time  clerk  who  devotes  her 
efforts  to  both  the  Selectmen's  and  Town  Clerk's  duties  has  worked 
out  very  satisfactorily  and  is  providing  a  much  better  public  service 
in  these  matters,  and  has  also  centralized  certain  of  the  town  records 
heretofore  maintained  in  a  private  home,  more  of  which  will  be  ac- 
complished as  soon  as  the  facilities  are  vacated  by  the  school. 

5.  Some  progress  has  been  made  at  the  Twin  Bridge  area  toward 
making  it  into  an  attractive  public  area.  A  skating  rink  was  started 
late  in  the  fall  which  should  be  completed  during  this  summer  and 
available  for  use  next  winter. 

6.  During  1960  permits  were  issued  for  27  new  single  family 
dwellings  and  10  new  summer  dwellings. 

7.  During  1960  the  Medical  Center  building  was  completed  and 
its  opening  was  held  on  February  5th.  This  project  represents  a 
marked  step  forward  for  the  Town  in  providing  doctors'  offices. 
Those  who  worked  so  tirelessly  and  against  many  obstacles  are  cer- 
tainly to  be  congratulated  on  their  accomplishment.

MERRIMACK  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

In  order  to  fulfill  the  duties  of  this  Department  to  the  satisfac- 
tion and  interests  of  the  town  it  becomes  more  evident  every  year  of 
the  need  of  a  full-time  department,  and  that  it  will  have  to  be  con- 
sidered some  time  in  the  near  future.  Calls  and  investigations  have 
increased  almost  double  to  the  year  previous.  It  can  no  longer  be 
called  a  part-time  job  as  Merrimack  is  a  growing  town  and  the  du- 
ties of  this  Department,  as  well  as  other  Departments,  increase 
with  it. 

In  1959  the  school  district  requested  a  police  officer  for  the 
school  crossing  at  Kiestlinger's  store  on  Route  3  .  This  proved  to  be 
an  excellent  safety  measure  for  the  school  children.  This  service  was 
continued  during  the  school  year  of  1960,  and  in  April  1960  an  ad- 
ditional officer  was  placed  at  the  Thornton's  Ferry  school  crossing 
near  Welch's  store  on  Route  3.  This  was  suggested  to  this  Depart- 
ment by  the  Safety  Division  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Motor 
Vehicle  Department.  This  was  an  additional  expenditure  not  taken 
into  consideration  in  the  Police  Department  appropriation. 

We  have  managed  in  previous  years  to  keep  within  the  Police 
budget.  In  the  year  1958  this  Department  had  a  surplus  of  $349.84, 
and  in  1959  a  surplus  of  $480.12.  This  year  the  Department  went 
over  the  budget  by  $779.40.  The  policemen  at  the  school  crossings 
account  for  part  of  this,  and  the  raise  in  pay  for  Town  employees 
also  was  not  figured  at  the  time  of  budget  meeting. 

A  special  police  officer  was  detailed  for  guard  duty  at  two  in- 
dustrial plants  two  nights  each  week.  He  was  paid  out  of  the  Police 
Department  budget,  and  in  turn  the  Town  of  Merrimack  was  re- 
imbursed by  these  firms. 

The  co-operation  of  other  Departments,  namely  the  State 
Police  and  surrounding  towns,  is  greatly  appreciated.

Last  Spring  a  committee  was  formed  to  investigate  the  purchase 
of  a  new  fire  truck  for  the  Town  of  Merrimack.  Said  committee 
consisted  of  George  Allgaier,  Earl  Bishop,  Clarence  Worster,  Ed- 
ward Cross,  Jr.,  Charles  Nute,  Jr.,  Frank  Hall,  and  Fay  Read.  A 
number  of  fire  fighting  equipment  manufacturers  were  invited  to 
bid  on  the  construction  of  this  vehicle.  The  committee  voted  to  ac- 
cept the  bid  received  from  the  American  LaFrance  Fire  Fighting 
Equipment  Company  from  Elmira,  New  York,  on  drawings  and 
specifications  prepared  by  this  committee.  A  purchase  order  was 
issued  in  July  and  shipment  was  made  the  latter  part  of  August.  This 
vehicle  was  given  three  tests  by  the  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Under- 
writers and  passed  each  test  with  flying  colors.  This  fire  engine  was 
approved  and  accepted  by  the  Town  on  October  10,  1960. 

On  September  18,  1960,  a  group  of  volunteer  firemen  from 
Merrimack  attended  and  satisfactorily  completed  a  course  of  fire 
fighting  given  at  the  Meadowood  Drill  Yard  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  A.  G.  Robinson,  New  Hampshire  Fire  Marshal. 

In  case  of  fire  dial  4-5571.  State  location  of  fire.  Do  everything 
you  can  to  keep  the  fire  from  spreading.  Keep  buildings  closed  as 
much  as  possible,  and  upon  arrival  of  Fire  Department,  give  them 
any  information  which  may  be  of  help  to  them. 

Please  keep  all  roads  open  so  trucks  can  go  and  come  at  will, 
without  being  hindered  by  cars  parked  in  the  road.

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STATE   NURSE'S  REPORT 

A  series  of  Immunization  clinics  was  held  in  Merrimack  during 
the  year,  for  persons  of  all  ages  from  six  months,  desiring  Polio  pro- 
tection. 

In  March  the  fourth,  or  Booster  shot,  completing  the  series  of 
inoculations,  was  given  in  the  new  Auditorium  at  the  High  School. 
Four  hundred  and  fifty-nine  preschool  and  school  children  received 
their  Salk  vaccine,  and  fifteen  pre-school  were  vaccinated  against 
Smallpox  before  their  entrance  into  school. 

The  first  evening  clinic  was  held  in  April  in  the  Hall  of  the 
Catholic  Church,  at  which  ninety-five  adults  and  fifty-nine  children 
received  their  requisite  shot  against  Polio,  many  of  the  adults  getting 
the  initial  dose  of  Salk. 

A  month  later  the  second  clinic  was  held  for  all  who  wished  the 
second  inoculation,  and  there  was  a  good  many  adults  and  children 
present. 

The  third  clinic  was  postponed  in  December  and  held  at  the 
Medical  Center  in  January. 

Dr.  Luther  A.  March,  Health  Officer  in  town,  attended  each 
one  of  the  clinics.  He  was  assisted  by  Dr.  Oscar  Burns  at  the  School 
clinic  in  March.

In  the  library  report  for  1960  it  is  fitting  that  we  make  note  of 
the  passing  of  Mrs.  Bertha  Gordon,  who,  with  her  sister,  Mrs.  Mabel 
Haseltine,  in  1924  gave  to  the  town  of  Merrimack,  the  library  in 
memory  of  their  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Levi  Lowell.  We  pay  tribute 
to  their  memory  for  the  gift  of  inestimable  value  to  the  townspeople. 

Through  the  years  Mr.  Harry  Watkins  has  given  to  the  library 
many  articles  of  value  including  Sandwich  glass,  Luster-ware  and 
Pewter.  This  year  he  has  added  two  antique  chairs,  one  eight-day 
clock,  an  original  Currier  and  Ives  painting  which  depicts  the  great 
Boston  fire  of  November  9th  and  10th,  1878,  and  a  mirror.  These 
gifts,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  display  more  effectively  very  soon. 

Several  collections  of  books  have  recently  been  presented  to  us, 
which  we  have  carefully  sorted  and  often  find  among  them  treasures 
we  are  glad  to  own. 

School  children  visit  the  library  regularly  in  groups  on  Wednes- 
day mornings.  Each  group  is  allowed  a  specified  period  of  time  to 
select  books,  either  for  reports  or  reading  pleasure. 

In  the  evening  young  people  come  to  the  library  for  study  and 
research,  and  also  to  be  together.  They  are  well-behaved  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  see  them  sitting  around  the  tables. 

We  must  emphasize  again  that  carelessly  overdue  and  lost  books 
shatter  the  library  economy  with  unnecessary  work  and  expense. 

On  April  9th,  1960,  National  Book  Week  was  observed  with 
Open  House  at  the  library,  with  new  books  and  many  items  of  in- 
terest on  display. 

On  October  13th,  1960,  the  ladies  of  the  Merrimack  Commun- 
ity Club  met  at  the  library  for  a  luncheon  followed  by  Book  reviews.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Merrimack  I  submit  with  pleas- 
ure my  sixth  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  townspeople  of  Merrimack  can  view  with  pride  their  at- 
tempts to  keep  up  with  the  seemingly  endless  increase  in  school  en- 
rollment. Although  we  run  out  of  space  every  now  and  then  more 
parents  with  school  age  children  keep  on  moving  into  your  town.  It 
is  a  price  that  many  towns  have  paid  for  being  willing  to  encourage 
and  support  a  good  school  system. 

The  new  Mastricola  Elementary  School  will  alleviate  our  prob- 
lem for  a  while  but  it  is  well  to  remember  that  as  long  as  new  fam- 
ilies continue  to  move  into  Merrimack  there  will  be  a  need  to  pro- 
vide the  necessary  classrooms  for  their  education.  Once  again  let 
me  compliment  you,  the  citizens,  for  meeting  a  problem  ';head  on." 

NEW  TEACHERS 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  four  of  the  following 
"new  teachers"  are  additional  teachers  made  necessary  by  increased 
enrollments  throughout  the  system.  I  wish  I  might  say  that  these 
four  have  met  the  needs  for  at  least  a  short  time  but  such  is  not  true. 

Mrs.  Judith  Blume,  B.A.  Vassar  College  I960,  to  replace  Mrs. 
Irene  Warner,  grade  1,  who  resigned  to  be  with  her  family  in 
Vermont. 

Mrs.  Olive  Campbell,  Rivier  College  with  Summer  School  and 
Extension  Courses  from  U.N.H.  as  additional  teacher  of  scrade  2, 
South  Merrimack  School. 

Lawrence  R.  Cross,  B.ED.  Keene  Teachers  College  1960,  as 
additional  teacher  of  Social  Studies  in  high  school. 

Basil  S.  Liamos,  B.A.  U.N.H.  196 — as  additional  teacher  junior 
high  school. 

Konrad  S.  Skiba,  B.S.  Rittsburg  University  1932;  M.A.  Penn 
State  University  1935,  to  replace  Mrs.  Eleanor  Haseltine  in  high 
school  science. 

You  will  note  that  as  the  large  classes  or  grades  move  up  an 
additional  teacher  is  required  as  was  true  in  the  preceding  year.  In 
1961-62  there  will  be  need  for  additional  teachers  in  the  following 
areas  for  the  above  reason,  Grades  3,  6,  7  and  8  and  high  school, 
four  in  all.  These  necessarily  will  be  reflected  in  the  1961-62  budget. 

REPAIRS  AND  REPLACEMENTS 

Your  school  board  is  making  every  effort  to  maintain  reason- 
able repairs  and  replacements  of  items  on  a  limited  budget.  Un- 
foreseen problems  which  arise  in  sewage,  plumbing  and  heating 
must  be  taken  care  of  as  they  arise  and  consequently  affect  in  over- 
all costs  in  that  particular  item. 
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A  pleasant  though  small  classroom  in  the  Merrimack  Grammar 
School  temporarily  relieved  our  problem  of  overcrowding  in  that 
building.  The  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen  in  making  two  tempor- 
ary grade  4  classrooms  available  in  the  town  hall  has  been  most 
appreciated.  Showers  nearly  completed  in  the  annex  toilets  will  aid 
materially  in  maintaining  a  healthy  athletic  program;  storage  cab- 
inets were  constructed  and  placed  in  classrooms  where  there  was  dire 
need,  a  planned  program  of  floor  maintenance  is  carried  out  by  the 
custodians,  and  a  general  maintenance  program  carried  on  in  the 
small  grade  schools.  All  of  this  tends  to  keep  over-all  costs  to  a 
mimimum.  I  must  say  too,  that  the  custodians  have  been  most  con- 
scientious in  carrying  on  their  work  in  a  manner  beneficial  to  the 
district. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 
Through  the  N.D.E.A.  we  are  again  able  to  buy  equipment  that 
ordinarily  we  cannot  afford.  The  P.T.A.  has  generously  voted  to 
provide  two  TV  sets  under  a  program  that  will  be  of  no  expense  to 
the  district.  Chairs  and  tables  for  new  library  facilities  in  the  high 
school  will  help  to  enhance  the  instructional  program.  An  opaque 
projector  to  be  purchased  under  N.D.E.A.  can  be  used  to  very  good 
advantage  in  all  instructional  levels.  We  have  been  endeavoring  as 
much  as  possible  to  build  our  resources  in  the  areas  of  Math,  Sci- 
ence, and  Foreign  Languages,  while  we  have  N.D.E.A.  funds  avail- 
able to  meet  half  their  cost. 

INSTRUCTION 

As  Mr.  Paul  L.  O'NeiPs  report  follows  I  shall  only  say  here  that 
I  am  extremely  happy  with  the  results  of  his  efforts  as  Helping 
Teacher  in  charge  of  Instruction.  The  fine  cooperation  given  him 
by  Principals  and  teachers  is  most  gratifying. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH 

The  school  lunch  program  under  the  able  supervision  of  George 
Greenleaf,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Moore  and  Mrs.  Frances  Hop- 
kins has  proven  to  be  just  as  successful  as  expected.  Not  only  are 
they  efficient,  but  the  quality  of  the  meals  they  serve  is  attested  to 
by  the  number  of  pupils  taking  advantage  of  the  program. 

LOOKING  AHEAD 

There  are  many  problems  to  consider  when  one  contemplates 
the  future  of  the  Merrimack  school  system.   I  would  like  to  mention 
a  few  for  your  consideration  during  the  year  and/or  years  ahead. 
1.     How  long  before  we  shall  need  an  addition  to  the  Mastricola 

Elementary  School  ?  Not  long,  you  may  be  sure,  but  in  our  next 

step  should  we  not  think  in  terms  of  Grades  1-6  all  in  the  one 

building? 
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2.  What  are  the  needs  in  the  present  high  school  and  annex  to  as- 
sure its  meeting  the  requirements  of  an  expanded  high  school 
enrollment.  Some  of  the  more  obvious  needs  are  (1)  expanded 
facilities,  (2)  more  adequate  Home  Economics  facilities,  (3) 
Foreign  Language  Laboratory,  (4)  a  shop  program  for  boys 
(5)  a  physical  education  program  for  boys  and  girls,  (6)  an 
expanded  Commercial  Department. 

These  are  problems  that  must  be  met  in  the  near  future.  The 
Science,  Home  Ec.  and  Commercial  programs  are  already  handi- 
capped by  lack  of  space  and  we  can't  carry  on  adequately  too  many 
more  years. 

I  mention  the  above  only  in  an  attempt  to  make  you  aware  that 
these  problems  are  in  the  immediate  future  and  will  have  to  be 
answered  one  way  or  another.  You  can  be  sure  that  the  recommend- 
ed solutions  will  be  thought  of  on  the  basis  of  what  is  best  for  the 
community  in  terms  of  its  future. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Board,  citizens,  and  all  school  personnel  for  their  fine  cooperation;  it 
has  made  my  being  a  member  of  the  team  a  pleasure.

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Principal's  Report 

From  July  1,  1959  to  June  30,  1960 

In  making  this  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  Merrimack 
High  School  I  would  again  like  to  express  our  gratitude  for  our  new 
gymnasium. 

This  new  facility  has  now  been  used  for  the  first  full  school  year. 

There  are  probably  many  people  who  are  interested  in  knowing 
how  it  is  being  used  so  in  the  next  few  sentences  I  will  tell  briefly  of 
some  of  the  activities  which  have  been  accommodated  in  this  new 
addition. 

Our  new  e^vmnasium  has  an  excellent  official  size  basketball 
court  which  is  used  by  four  organized  school  teams,  (high  school 
boys,  high  school  girls,  junior  varsity  and  junior  high  boys)  as  well 
as  other  groups  of  junior  high  school  students.  It  has  provided  us 
with  adequate  space  to  operate  an  excellent  hot  lunch  program 
which  serves  well  over  400  lunches  per  day.  The  stage  area  is  used 
to  show  films  to  individual  classes  and  large  groups  to  supplement 
their  classroom  activities.  Both  the  stage  and  the  main  floor  are  used 
by  the  music  department  for  vocal  and  instrumental  music  for  ele- 
mentary, junior  high  and  senior  high  school  students.  It  has  been 
used  rehearsing  and  presenting  school  plays  and  speech  contests. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  activities  for  which  the  gym 
is  used,  but  I  think  they  are  enough  to  indicate  that  the  money  was 
well  spent  and  the  gym  well  used. 

Although  our  primary  concern  is  a  strong  academic  program 
we  must  admit  that  there  are  many  things  well  learned  and  long  re- 
membered through  activities  held  outside  the  classroom. 

In  the  following  sections  I  would  like  to  report  on  some  of  these 
activities  which  I  think  have  considerable  value  in  the  education 
and  development  of  our  young  people. 

I.     ATHLETIC  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  varsity  basketball  team  participated  in  the  K.T.C.  In- 
vitational Tournament  and  the  Monadnock  League  Class  "S" 
Tournament.

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MEMO  FROM  GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

It  is  our  belief  that  we  can  best  fulfill  our  obligations  to  our 
students  and  the  public  when  there  is  understanding,  understanding 
of  our  successes,  our  failures,  and  our  problems;  and  only  when 
there  is  understanding  can  there  be  the  necessary  cooperation  so 
that  the  public  and  the  school  may  successfully  carry  out  their  re- 
sponsibility of  granting  to  their  children  the  best  possible  security, 
economic,  political,  and  social,  not  only  for  the  present  but  also  for 
the  future. 

With  this  belief  in  mind  we  wish  to  make  the  following 
announcement. 

In  the  Spring  of  1960  our  then  present  Sophomores  took  part 
in  a  statewide  testing  program  with  seventy-six  of  the  eighty-six 
public  high  schools  in  New  Hampshire.  This  testing  program  con- 
sisted of  two  tests. 

1 — School  and  College  Ability  Test  (SCAT)  "designed  to  aid  in 
estimating  the  capacity  of  a  student  to  undertake  the  academic 
work  of  the  next  higher  level  of  schooling." 

2 — Cooperative  Reading  Test  (COOP)  designed  to  measure  an  in- 
dividual's ability  to  read. 
For  Merrimack  the  results  were  significant! 

A — The  average  score  for  N.  H.  public  high  schools: 
SCAT  286  COOP  46 

B — The  range  of  average  scores: 

SCAT  272-294  COOP  33-55 

C — The  average  score  for  a  representative  group  of  U.  S.  high 
schools: 

SCAT  283  COOP  46.9 

D — The  range  of  average  scores  for  this  same  group: 
SCAT  259-296  COOP  26-68 

E — Merrimack  average  score 

SCAT  287  73%ile 

This  73%ile  means  that  Merrimack  scored  higher  than  73% 
of  the  schools  on  which  this  test  was  based,  (national  basis) 
To  express  it  another  way — high  average! 

F — Merrimack  average  score 

COOP  49  56%ile 

This  56%ile  means  that  Merrimack  scored  at  a  level  that  was 
higher  than  that  obtained  in  56%  of  the  scools  and  that  44% 
of  the  national  group  taking  this  test  scored  higher  than 
Merrimack. 
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NOTE:  The  highest  score  obtained  by  a  school  in  N.  H.  on  this 
test  was  only  55  which  would  place  it  on  the  79%ile. 

What  does  all  this  mean? 

1 — On  the  basis  of  the  1960  Test  Program  results  New  Hampshire 
public  high  schools  appear  to  compare  less  favorably  with  respect 
to  the  nation  on  the  Cooperative  Reading  Test  than  with  respect  to 
the  nation  on  the  School  and  College  Ability  Test. 

2 — Merrimack's  combined  score  (SCAT  and  COOP)  appears  to 
compare  well  with  other  N.  H.  schools. 

3 — With  respect  to  the  nation  Merrimack  compares  well  on  the 
School  and  College  Ability  Test. 

4 — With  respect  to  the  nation  Merrimack  compares  less  favorably 
on  the  Cooperative  Reading  Test. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HELPING  TEACHER

Dear  Mr.  Ramsay: 

The  following  paragraphs  will  constitute  my  annual  report  of 
the  instructional  programs  in  Supervisory  Union  #27 — Merrimack, 
New  Hampshire — January,  1961.  At  the  outset,  I  will  borrow  a  few 
words  from  Peter  F.  Drucker  who,  in  Landmarks  Of  Tomorrow, 
sheds  light  upon  the  complexities  facing  society  today: 

".  .  .  We  are  in  the  midstream  today  .  .  .  but  one  thing  is  cer- 
tain: The  past  is  going  fast.  If  there  is  one  thing  we  can 
predict,  it  is  change.  The  coming  years  will  be  years  of  rapid 
change  in  our  vision,  the  direction  of  our  efforts,  the  tasks  we 
tackle  and  their  priorities,  and  the  yardsticks  by  which  we 
measure  success  or  failure." 

Social  change  affects  the  values  and  purposes  of  education;  to  say 
that  there  is  need  for  structural  changes  in  education  is  putting  it 
mildly. 

I  am  sure  that  the  townspeople  of  Merrimack  want  me  to  deal 
in  specifics  when  I  discuss  their  school,  (and  let's  not  forget  that  the 
schools  in  Merrimack  are  yours ! )  and  the  educational  programs 
contained  therein.  Moreover,  the  people  want  to  know  if  our  cur- 
ricular  offerings  maintain  a  healthy  balance  between  what  we  know- 
about  the  teaching  and  learning  processes.  Merrimack  folk  want  to 
know  if  their  schools  are  keeping  a  watchful  eye  upon  newer  educa- 
tional trends  and  developments.  What  is  more,  readers  of  this  report 
will  want  proof  that  only  those  innovations  which  fit  the  needs  of 
Merrimack  school  children  are  considered,  and  ultimately  put  into 
operation.  Lastly,  friends  of  the  Merrimack  Schools  will  enjoy  a 
review  of  the  philosophy  around  which  our  school  is  functioning,  for 
it  is  a  sound  philosophy,  one  that  tends  to  keep  our  feet  on  the 
ground  while  our  esprit-de-corps  is  high  up  on  cloud  seven. 

A  HEALTHY  BALANCE 

Critics  of  late  have  caused  considerable  unrest  amongst  edu- 
cator groups.  "Not  enough  of  the  three  R's;"  "Too  many  frills;" 
"More  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  this,  or  upon  that;"  "Schools 
cost  too  much;"  "There's  too  little  discipline  in  the  schools;"  these 
and  many,  many  more  have  come  to  your  attention  I  am  sure.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  much  good  has  come  to  us  from  some  sincere 
criticism — based  upon  fact  not  fiction,  unfortunately,  though,  many 
critics  have  not  bothered  to  learn  the  truth.   Since  Merrimack  en- 
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gages  a  professional  staff  consisting  of  a  superintendent  of  schools, 
an  office  of  assistance  to  him  known  as  the  Helping  Teacher,  and 
school  principals,  it  is  up  to  these  school  administrators  to  keep  the 
curriculum  in  balance.  To  help  them  maintain  this  needed  balance 
you  have  provided  them  with  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  other 
school  administrators  to  consider  the  problems  confronting  educa- 
tors. They  have  associated  themselves  with  several  organizations 
(national  in  scope)  of  a  professional  nature  from  which  there  is  a 
continuous  stream  of  information  of  such  pertinent  a  nature  so  as 
to  be  of  real  value  to  curriculum  progress  in  Merrimack.  The  main- 
stay in  the  nomenclature  of  any  school  system  however  is  the  teach- 
ing force — who  are  directly  on  the  firing  line.  Naturally  there  needs 
to  be  created  a  comfortable  teaching  climate.  An  atmosphere  where- 
in every  teacher,  principal,  and  administrator  is  a  team  participant 
in  the  overall  pattern. 

There  are  several  common-sense  avenues  of  approach  to  the 
creation  of  a  healthy  working  atmosphere,  the  best  ones  I  know  of, 
and  the  most  effective,  are:  (1)  to  give  the  schools  proper  and  suffi- 
cient supervision;  (2)  frequent  conferences  with  teachers  pointing 
out  strengths  and  weaknesses  noted  through  such  supervision;  (3) 
planning  in-service  meetings  or  work-sessions  whereby  teachers  be- 
come aware  of  newer  techniques,  skills,  and  devices,  as  well  as  to 
experiment  with  them;  and,  (4)  kindle  a  continuous  two-way  com- 
munication through  which  there  is  channeled  a  steady  flow  of  in- 
formation relative  to  the  job  expectancies.  These  media,  and  many 
others,  are  used  most  advantageously  in  Union  #27  schools. 

There  is  a  well-balanced  program  of  studies  being  taught.  Well- 
established  skills  and  techniques  are  introduced  through  the  use  of 
time-tested  methods,  the  latter  may  be  called  traditional  in  a  sense, 
but  let's  not  forget  that  there  are  many,  many  good  features  to  be 
found  in  some  of  the  older  methods  and  techniques — ves,  even  in 
this  THE  NEW  FRONTIER! 

We  are  blessed  with  a  conscientious  staff  of  teachers  who  are 
anxious  to  do  their  utmost  for  the  cause  of  educating  your  children. 
There  is  a  balance  in  the  staff — a  balance  which  makes  the  whole 
scheme  run  like  clock-work — with  your  children  the  profiteers. 

THE  NEW  LOOK:   EDUCATION  FOR  THE  SIXTIES: 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  there  are  new  developments  and 
giant  strides  being  inculcated  into  the  curriculum.  These  new  trends 
were  not  imposed  upon  your  schools  from  the  hierarchy  in  the  cen- 
tral office.    These  trends  and  new  directions  as  well  as  improved 
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methods  of  instruction  have  come  from  the  teachers  and  the  prin- 
cipals. Careful  and  thoughtful  as  well  as  time-consuming  research 
has  gone  into  putting  these  newer  developments  into  practice. 

If  you  were  to  take  a  tour  of  your  school  tomorrow  (and  re- 
member, you  are  always  invited  to  do  so)  you  might  be  amazed  that 
Merrimack  children  have  so  much  to  help  them  through  their  school 
life.  Although  not  all-inclusive,  here  are  a  few: 

a.  junior  and  senior  high  school  part-time  guidance 

b.  a  much-needed  classroom  building  is  slowly  taking  shape  to  help 
siphon  off  some  of  the  overcrowding  in  the  intermediate  grades 
as  well  as  grades  seven  and  eight. 

c.  curriculum  specialists  in  music,  speech  therapy,  handwriting,  in- 

strumental music 

d.  ability  grouping — first  grades 

e.  increasing  number  of  audio-visual  devices. 

f.  an  adequate  standardized  testing  program — I.B.M. — scored  to 

assure  accuracy  and  help  cut  down  the  teacher's  work  load 

g.  hundreds  of  new  supplemental  reading  books,  reference  books, 

and  books  designed  to  help  sharpen-up  the  math  and  science 
fields  have  been  added 

These  and  many  more  have  pleased  me  no  end.  I  know  you  will 
share  this  pleasure  with  me.  I  have  been  pleased  to  work  as  your 
helping  teacher  in  Merrimack.

This  program  depicted  the  development  of  the  United  States 
through  song  and  the  result  was  a  tribute  to  the  patience  and  deter- 
mination of  Mrs.  Donnelly,  our  music  supervisor. 

It  is  with  great  anticipation  that  the  elementary  teachers  look 
forward  to  the  completion  of  the  new  elementary  school.  With  the 
completion  of  this  building  and  the  housing  of  the  elementary  grades 
in  one  building,  programs  may  be  carried  out  which  have  been  im- 
possible till  now  because  of  the  fact  that  the  grades  were  so  distant. 
This  new  facility  will  provide  for  better  communication  among  the 
elementary  teachers  and  should  also  increase  the  effectiveness  of 
continuity  in  the  curriculum.

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MERRIMACK  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
Rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  use  of  the  Auditorium: 

1.  Requests  for  the  utilization  of  the  Auditorium  will  be  forward- 
ed to  the  School  Board  for  consideration  on  forms  available 
from  the  High  School  Principal  and  any  member  of  the  School 
Board.  The  application  shall  be  submitted  to  the  School  Board 
by  the  third  Tuesday  of  the  month  preceding  the  requested 
date. 

2.  Requests  from  other  than  local  civic  non-profit  organizations 
or  sponsoring  of  an  outside  organization  by  a  local  organization 
will  not  be  considered. 

3.  No  requests  will  be  considered  if  a  school  sponsored  or  Town 
government  activity  is  scheduled  during  the  same  period  re- 
quested by  an  organization. 

4.  Statement  that  the  organization  is  a  local  civic  non-profit  or- 
ganization and  that  no  other  suitable  space  is  available  to  sup- 
port the  activity  or  function. 

5.  Statement  that  the  organization  or  function  will  in  the  event 
of  damage  to  the  building  or  equipment,  reimburse  the  school 
District  within  a  30-day  period  from  the  date  of  the  damage, 
the  full  amount  of  the  cost  of  repairs  or  replacement. 

6.  A  fee  of  TWENTY-FIVE  DOLLARS  (25.00)  will  be  charged 
to  defray  the  cost  of  light,  heat,  water  and  fair  wear  and  tear, 
on  all  functions  being  run  for  a  profit. 

7.  The  sponsoring  organization  will  make  arrangements  for  a 
Town  Policeman  and  a  School  Janitor  to  be  present  at  their 
activity. 

8.  No  Alcoholic  beverages  to  be  permitted  on  or  about  the  school 
premises. 

9.  Smoking  will  be  permitted  in  the  Front  Lobby,  Men's  and 
Ladies'  lavatories  only. 

10.  The  three  OUTSIDE  EXITS  in  the  Auditorium  shall  be  used 
in  case  of  emergency  only.  The  entrance  and  exit  to  the  Audi- 
torium shall  be  through  the  main  lobby  only. 

11.  There  shall  be  no  decorations  of  any  kind  affixed  to  any  perm- 
anent part  of  the  Auditorium.  The  use  of  any  scenery  or  props 
on  the  stage  shall  be  first  approved  by  the  school  board. 

This  is  a  tentative  set  of  rules  under  which  we  are  operating. 
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
